The meeting was called tb order with Mayor Pro Tem Love presiding. It
'was announced that Mayor Butler, City Manager Davidson, and other City officials
were in New York on a bond meeting.

Councilman Dryden stated the City Attorney has been here helping the
Council, and that these returns are in order, properly arranged, and prepared.
